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SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  December 
Increased  $1.8  billion  or  1.0  percent  from  November  to 
$187.2  billion.  New  orders  for  all  of  1983  totaled 
$2087.0  billion,  10.6  percent  ahead  of  1982.  Shipments 
of  manufactured  goods  in  December  increased  $5.5 
billion  or  3.0  percent  from  November  to  $186.6  billion. 
Shipments  during  1983  totaled  $2054.9  billion,  7.6 
percent  ahead  of  1982.  The  level  of  manufacturers' 
unfilled  orders  at  the  end  of  December  was  $333.1 
billion,  up  $0.7  billion  or  0.2  percent  from  November 
and  $32.1  billion  or  10.7  percent  from  December  a  year 
ago.  Manufacturers'  Inventories  at  the  end  of  1983  were 
estimated  at  $260.7  billion,  down  $0.4  billion  or  0.1 
percent  from  November  and  $4.2  billion  or  1.6  percent 
from  the  end  of  1982.  The  Inventory  to  shipments  ratio 
took  another  sharp  drop  in  December.  After  reaching  a 
high  In  October  1982  of  1.76,  steady  declines  in 
inventories  through  June  of  this  year  dropped  the  ratio 
to  1.48.  The  ratio  stabilized  for  the  next  five 
months,  but  at  the  end  of  November  dropped  to  1.44  and 
now  at  the  end  of  December  to  1.40. 

NEW  ORDERS.  The  Increase  in  manufacturers'  new  orders 
in  December  resulted  mostly  from  an  Increase  in  the 
nondurable  sector,  where  orders  Increased  $1.6  billion 
or  1.8  percent  to  $90.6  billion.  About  75  percent  of 
the  new  orders  data  in  the  nondurable  sector  directly 
reflect  shipments  for  the  month,  since  most  of  these 
Industries  produce  to  stock  rather  than  to  order. 

New  orders  for  durable  goods  In  December  increased 
$0.2  billion  or  0.2  percent  to  $96.7  billion,  revisirg 
upward  the  earlier  reported  decline  of  1.1  percent. 
Within  the  major  industry  categories  Increases  In  the 
electrical  and  nonelectrical  machinery  industries 
offset  declines  in  the  primary  metals  and 
transportation  equipment  industries.  Electrical 
machinery  orders  Increased  $1.4  billion  or  9.2  percent 
to  $16.0  billion,  while  nonelectrical  machinery  orders 
increased  $0.6  billion  or  3.6  percent  to  $16.8  billion. 
New  orders  for  primary  metals  in  December  declined  $1.5 
billion  or  12.8  percent  to  $10.3  billion,  while  orders 
for  transportation  equiment  declined  $0.4  billion  or 
1.6  percent  to  $24.3  billion. 

New  orders  for  the  capital  goods  industries  as  a 
group  increased  0.6  percent,  as  an  Increase  in 
nondefense  related  orders  of  $0.6  billion  or  2.2 
percent  to  $25.1  billion  more  than  offset  a  decline  in 
defense  orders  of  $0.4  billion  or  4.4  percent  to  $7.7 
billion. 


SHIPMENTS.  The  increase  in  manufacturers'  shipments  in 
December  of  3.0  percent  resulted  from  gains  in  nearly 
all  major  industries.  Most  of  the  durable  goods 
Increase  of  $3.7  billion  or  0.4  percent  to  $96.0 
billion  resulted  from  increases  in  the  transportation 
equipment  and  electrical  and  nonelectrical  machinery 
categories.  Total  shipments  for  1983  for  all  of  the 
major  durable  goods  industries  showed  increases  over 
1982,  except  for  nonelectrical  machinery  where 
shipments  were  0.3  percent  below  those  for  1982. 

Shipments  of  nondurable  goods  were  up  $1.7  billion 
or  2.0  percent  In  December  to  $90.6  billion  with  all 
industries  except  apparel  and  leather  products 
increasing.  Shipments  for  all  of  1983  for  the  major 
nondurable  goods  industries  also  showed  increases  over 
1982  except  for  the  petroleum  products  industry  which 
showed  a  7.4  percent  decline  from  1982. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  The  increase  in  the  orders  backlog  of 
manufacturers  in  December  was  caused  by  an  increase  in 
the  defense  capital  goods  backlog.  Unfilled  orders  for 
defense  capital  goods  in  December  increased  $2.1 
billion  or  1.9  percent  from  November  to  $110.9  billion. 
Unfilled  orders  for  nondefense  capital  goods  declined 
in  December  $0.8  billion  or  0.6  percent  to  $123.9 
billion.  A  large  decline  was  also  reported  in  the 
primary  metals  backlog,  which  decreased  $0.7  billion  or 
3.6  percent  to  $19.1  billion. 

INVENTORIES.  The  decline  in  the  book  value  of 
manufacturers'  inventories  in  December  of  0.1  percent 
was  the  first  since  the  0.3  percent  decrease  last  July. 
A  decline  in  the  nondurable  goods  sector  of  $0.6 
billion  or  0.6  percent  to  $89.5  billion  more  than 
offset  a  small  increase  of  $0.2  billion  or  0.1  percent 
in  the  durable  goods  sector.  Inventories  of  defense 
capital  goods  manufacturers  increased  $0.6  billion  or 
3.4  percent  to  $17.9  billion.  Excluding  the  defense 
category  durable  goods  inventories  declined  $0.4 
billion  or  0.3  percent. 

SCHEDULED  RELEASE  DATES.  The  advance  report  on  durable 
goods  for  January  Is  scheduled  for  release  on  February 
23,  1984  at  8:30  A.M.  and  the  full  report  on  March  2, 
1984  at  10:30  A.M. 

The  estimates  for  December  are  generally  subject  to 
greater  revisions  than  other  months  because  reporting 
by  companies  Is  delayed  by  year  end  closing  of  records.
